BI-MONTHLY MEETING AT 
FARM BUREAU 
HELD 
J. F. Anderson, Local Inspec- 
tor; Believes There No 
Loss of Oranges and Only 

Slight Damage to Lemons 


Despite the recent freezing 
weather, encouraging reports on 
the -citrus dutlook were made yes- 
terday by the county horticultural 
inspectors at the monthly meeting 
at the Farm Bureau office. Many 
of the inspectors stated that prac- 
tically no da: e@ was done in 
their districts, While at worst only 
a 20 to 25 per cent crop loss is 
expected. 


In nearly every case orchard 
heating saved the groves in all 
sections of the county, according 
to the inspectors. They reported 
also that’ many of the, unheated 
groves came through the frost 
with comparatively little damage. 


State Report Says 25 Percent 
’ At the same time the horticul- 
tural commissioners of Los An- 
geles, San Bernardino, Riverside, 
Orange and Ventura counties, at a 
conference in Los Angeles yester- 
day, ‘estimated the recent frost 
damage in the orange groves of 
Southern California at 25 per cent 
of the crop, according to a state- 
ment by H. J. Ryan, horticultural 
commissioner for Los Angeles 
County, following the meeting. 

This estimate, it was pointed 
out, was only approximate, since 
it would take considerable time to 
make a survey of all the groves 
and more definitely assess the 
lose. 

The commissioners also dis- 
cussed possible regulations to gov- 
ern the shipping of fruit following 
the freeze. They drafted several 
suggested rules to govern ship- 
pers, Ryan said, and will submit 
these to a meeting of the Cali- 


The. Second Round

tion won tie first round with Jack 
Frost Christmas mo , just the 
‘yesult of Friday -m fing 4s. not 
yet ascertained. Although it was 
not particularly colder Friday 
morning the temperature was in- 
clined to stick for a longer period 
at one point. Estimating damage 
at this time is practically imposs- 
ible but every indication is that 
this section will harvest a ,large 
fruit crop and that the summer 
Jemon crop will be fairly large, 
‘especially where orchard heating 
was used.

In the annual Christmas edition 
of the Fontana Herald, issued 
Thursday, the history of A. -B.

“T have talked with a number of 
packing house men in my dis- 
trict,” he declared, “and all were 
of the opinion that early reports 
of\damage to the citrus crop were 
exaggerated. The lemon crop in 
the Upland district this year 
should average about 75. per cent 
normal. 


Little Loss ¥ ‘:> Smudges 


H. A. Spies of uuiario stated 
that although isolated groves in 
his district will suffer a consid- 
erable loss, tho production of a 
majority of fhe orange groves 
there should be about 70 per cent 
normal. This would mean an 
average loss of only 10 per cent 
from the recent frost. 

W. O. Cook of Redlands. estim- 
ated a loss of from 10 to 15 per 
cent in that district. . 

Unsmudged groves in the Chino 
district apparently suff¢red a loss 
of 25 per cent. In the smudged 
grover, however, the loss is said 
to be not more than 10 or 15 per 
cent, bringing the average ‘loss 
for the district tg about 20 per 
cent. This report was made by 
O. L. Townsend, inspector for the 
Ontario’ district. 

Although’ there was out little 
damage in the East Highlands dis- 
trict, aecording to David Roddick; 
the Highland district apparently 
suffered a loss of from 15 to 20 
per cent.

One proposal submitted by a 
syndicate of downtown business 
men is to purchase half of the 
Arrowhead Avenue site and pre- 
sent it to the county. The site is 
one-half of the block bounded by 
Arrowhead Avenue, Third, Fourth 
and B Streets. A second proposal 
was virtually eliminated last week 
when Mrs. Charles H. Tyler an- 
nounced her property on E Street, 
north of Tenth, was not for sale. 
It has been proposed as a site by 
a syndicate of business and real 
estate men, who asked the county 
to condemn the property for pub- 
lic use, the syndicate to pay the 
costs.

Acting to clear congested court 
calendars, Superior Judges Ben- 
jamin F. Warmer and Charles L. 
Allison yesterday announced that 
all criminal cases will be assigned 
to Judge Allison’s court and that 
Judge Warmer will hear civil liti- 
gation.

Ask Lawyers to Co-Operate 

“We particularly request the bar 
to co-operate with the court in its 
attempt to clear the calendars,’ 
said Judge Allison as the attor- 
neys were gathered: in his court 
for the weekly calling of court 
calendars. “We ask the, bar to 
be attentive, and where cases are 
not to be tried, notify the court 
as quickly as possible so that the 
date may be used for other cases. 








“I would like to say also that 


no cases will be continued unless } 


there are very good reasons for a 
continuance. In other words, con- 
tinuances and delays are to be 
denied as far as possible. Court 
will open on time to the minute, 
even if there is no one present ex- 
cept the judge and the bailiff.” 


Seek Advance Information 

Judge Warmer requested attor- 
neys in civil cases to inform the 
court whenever it appeared that 
cases set for triaf would not be 
tried, explaining that the court 
realized that civil cases were fre- 
quently vacated because of settle- 
ments out of court. 

“All cases will be set for hear- 
ing as early as possible,” said 
Judge Warmer, “and we expect to 
clear the calendars.” 

In their announcements, the 
jurists intimated that requests of 
defense attorneys in criminal 
eases for dates far in the future 
would be ignored. Beécause of the 
number of criminal*cases on the 
dockets, it is possible that Judge 
Warmer will hear some criminal

YOUTH OES AS 
RESULT SMUDGE 
POT EXPLOSION 


Terribly injured when a smudge 
pot which he was filling in an 
orange grove in the Cucamonga 
district exploded and enveloped 
his body in blazing oil Friday, 
Manuel Arvazo, age 21, a ranch 
hand, died Sunday morning at the 
San Antonio Community Hospital.

As to the industry in America, General Patrick says: 

‘Tt is rapidly awindling and now almost has reached the 
vanishing point. : 

‘“Several commercial factories ceased operations during 
the year and others have had such a sharp fluctuation in the 
amount of work that their labor turnover has been extremely 
high, thus increasing the cost of manufacture and causing a 
direct loss of efficiency in the art of building aireraft.”’ 

And yet if the private building of planes vanishes, where 
is the government to get its machines and supplies? 

And where is it to get the trained personnel which would 
become a vital necessity should we at-any ‘time become in- 
volved in serious international trouble? 

General Patrick himself points to the dilemma facing the 
country. He says further: 

‘““There is today in the United States no commercial avia- 
tion worthy the name. The airplane manufacturing industry 
is totally unprepared to meet the demand for quantity pro- 
duction in case of an emergency.”’ 

That emergency, of course, may never come. But also it 
may be upon us tomorrow; even like the last day, in the 
twinkling of an eye. 

It may catch us as unprepared in the air as we were in 
1917. when, but for the assistance of our allies, we would 
have been obliterated from the upper atmosphere. 

And next time we may not have any allies. 

The government cannot build and keep on hand the 
great number of planes the army and navy must have in case 
of hostilities. They deteriorate too rapidly. The expense 
wolud be practically prohibitive. 

What is needed is a commercial development of flying,

WHITE SLIP OF 
PINK SLIP ? 


Some time ago the immortal 
Mark Twain drove the world crazy 
with the haunting refrain of “a 








blue trip slip for an eight cent 
fare, a pink trip slip for a six 
cent fare, punch, brothers, punch 
with care, punch in the presence 
of the passenjare.” 

The pink slip and the white 


slip are the important items for 
the considzration of the motorist. 
For it is through the medium of 
both these tiny scraps of paper 
that the sovereign state of Cali- 
fornia is going to provide the 
said motorist with his license 
plates for the ensuing year. 

The pink slip is a certificate of 
ownership, the white slip a cer- 
tificate of registration. The courts 
have held the certificate of owner- 
ship is the only instrument which 


*Hchn*be used in the conveying af 


title or interest in an automobile. 

Here is the motor car regist ra- 
tion procedure in a nutshell, as 
outlined by the touring depart- 
ment of the National Automobile 
Club: 

First—Send or present to~ the 
Motor Vehicle Department your 
pink certificate of ownership and 
your white certificate of registra- 
tion, with a fee of $3.00. These 
slips must be filled out and the 
white slip must be signed by the 
registered owner. (This is the 
way when the legal and the reg- 
istered owner are one and the 
same). 

Second—When the _ registered 
owner is not the legal owner, the 
certificate of registration with the 
$3.00 fee: should be sent to the 
legal owner with the request that 
the slips be forwarded to Sacra- 
mento or to the nearest branch 
office. In this case the legal 
owner signs the certificate of own- 
ership. 

If a legal owner no longer has 
any interest in an automobile and 
proper endorsement has_ been 
made to the registered owner but 
transfer has not been made by the 
Motor Vehicle Department, an ad- 
ditional charge of $1.00 is made 
for the release and transfer. In 
, this case the applicant must send 
$4.00 to cover license fee and ad- 
; ditional charge. If a new legal 
owner is mentioned in place of a 
former legal owner the same fee 
prevails.

Big Xmas Business 
While no figures dealing with 


j actual receipts will be available 


until the end of the month, Post- 
master P. E. Berger and Assistant 


Postmaster W. L. Kiler both gave ‘ 


it as their opinion today that 
Christmas business at the Ontario 
postoffice this year considerably 
exceeded that of last year. 

At present the only figures 
available for comparison are those 
of the office cancellation machine, 
through which letters and post 
cards pass. On the biggest day 
of the holiday season in 1923 the 
cancellation machine registered 
slightly over 17,000. The biggest 
day of the recent holiday season 
hung up a record on the cancella- 
tion machine of 22,630, and one 
other day went over the 22,000 
mark. 

The clerical force at the On- 
tario office was particularly well 
organized for handling the great 
bulk of Christmas mail this year 
and postal attaches, under the di- 
rection of Postmaster Berger, by 
working early and late, succeeded 
in clearing the floor of in-coming 
holiday mail each day. Work on 
this started at 5 am. and con- 
tinued far into the night. 

A marked improvement in the 
addressing of packages legibly 
was noted this year°by Postmaster 
Berger and the postoffice force, 
practically all packages finding
